turo providing an appropriation of 
114,430.00 for Its maintenance. Many 
atormy scBalona and moqthH of labor 
^)n tho part of nepreaentatlvo Mc- 
Donough and his follow leglalatora 
were required botoro the project be- 
■barno a reality. 

w Tho bureau will extend free em- 
ployment service and Information to 
^I of Luko county, likewise serving 
aa repreaentatlvo of all InUuHtrioH, 
<iommerclnI Inatltutlona, brecdera, 
lannera and others who employ 
workers In any capacity. The bureau 
"Will have three employees and offlco 
hours will bo from 7 a. m., until 
5 p. m. 

"It ahould bo understood that the 
bureau Is a Lake county 'institution 
and that It will cooperate with all 
-employers and those who seek em- 
ployment In tho county", Reprosent- 
atlvo McDonough aald today. 

Everything Is all set for tho open- 
ing of tbo bureau, according to Mc- 
Donough, and tho doors will bo open- 
ed just as soon as the stato adminis- 
tration Bcea nt to name the personnel 
•of the offlco. 

Following an erroneous report that 
tho bureau bad opened a few days 
ago. 185 applications were received. 
Fills Long Felt Nee5l 

The first free labor employment 
bureau was established In Waukegan 
In 102G by the Waukegan and Nnrtb 
Chicago Chamber of Commerce. 
Prank T. Fowler, then secretary and 
xnagager of the Chamber, realized the 
need for a bureau that weuld central- 
ize employment In the city, simplify- 
ing the employmont problems of om- 
ployera and providing efficient ser- 
vice for the unemployed. 

The employment department of the 
-chamber grew In scope and Import- 
anco with each year until It became 
-one of the most Important of the 
chamber. It likewise, because of tho 
siany demands made upon it, bo- 
-oamo an expensive one.

SUB ZERO WEATHER 
HAS RUINED STATE 
FRUITJROSPECTS 

Department of Agriculture 
Expresses Fear That Loss 
Will Be Heavy 



Sub-zero temperatures of the last 
two weeks. Gov. Louis L. Emmerson 
was Informed yesterday by the de- 
partment of agriculture, virtually 
have ruined Illinois' prospects for a 
fruit crop this year. . 

The department based Its conclus- 
ions on a survey of the peach belt by 
Joe W. Cummins, chief fruit Inspec- 
tor, for Director Clarence F. Buck. 

While the department heultated to 
fix the amount of the loss In dollars 
ami cents, It pointed out that the 
peach growers of the state received 
approximately $1,800,000 gross, for 
the 1029 crop. Last year's crop was 
exceptionally heavy, but the price 
waa low. 

-Fear was also expressed by the de- 
partment of agriculture that the ex- 
treme cold weather has killed some 
of last year's growth of peach trees, 
and reduced the apple crop prospects 
In certain sections. Temperatures 
ranged from mintnmms of 15 to 24 be- 
low zero. 

In some Instances, farm advisers 
estimated that eighty per cent of the 
peach buds have been killed. 

Reports by counties follow: 

Union county: E. A. Biorbaum. 
farm adviser, reported eighty per 
cent of buda killed. 

Clinton county: W. A. Cope, farm 
advlaer, reported "Expert peachea a 
total loas". 

Williamson county: Dee Small, 
farm . advlaer, stated reports from 
growers throughout county Indicate a 
total loss. ■ - . " - 

Marion county: Fred J. Blackburn, 
farm adviser, stated the cold wave 
temperature ranged from 16 to 24 he- 
low, and. that In his opinion, ten 
below would have been fatal to the 
peach crop because of the swelling 
of tho buda before Christmas. Ho 
also expressed the fear that much of 
last fall's growth of pencb trees was 
killed, and that there probably wns 
considerable damage to the apple 
buds In that county. 

Jackson county: S. C. Chandler, 
farm adviser, reported ho cut Into 200 
buds and found only one that he 
thought might live. H. H. Lamar, 
superintendent for the American 
Fruit Growers, at Cobden, reported a 
total loss.

Announcement was made here 
today that of .the 1.2D2 children ex- 
amined In IS rural acbools by Miss 
Theda Waterman, head nurse ot the 
Lake County Tuberculosis associa- 
tion and Mrs. Katherlno Foil, as- 
slatant nurse, 891 defects of various 
kinds were discovered. More than 
half ot the chlldrpn showed defects 
ot the teeth, while almost 60O of 
them revealed nose and throat ail- 
ments. Corrections have been effect- 
ed In 635 of the cases. Jn all, 31 
schools have been visited since the 
now records were begun.

A member of his cabinet wrote him a letter ahortlv af.

LJncolu was not fit to be president, that his nomination 
and election had been a Rreat mistake, and that for the 
f^ ?K ****^ .f ouotfy »>o o«Sht to permit another to con- 
trol the policies which he kept in the background, 
uoubtless there were many who felt that the prealdeut 
WM incompetent, because they did not comprehend the 
real capacity of the man and his ability to see beyond 
tiie paasinK moment. They saw only the present; Lin- 
■com Tlaioned the agea. and we appreciate him because 
we 8C« little of what his great mind grasped. 

■Had he lived, the history of the reconstruction 
would have been vastly different, for he was a friend of 
the South as well as of the North. Often was he con- 
demned for sparing the life of a soldier, sentenced to 
pay, the death penalty, but he preferred the conderana- 
tlon to the thoughts of being instrumental In causing 
a death that ho could prevent. Army officers declared 
that his pardoning authority was weakoalng the morale 
of the army, but it was strengthening the morale of the 
Ration, -which he recognized as of far greater import- 
ance. 

What made Lincoln what he was? It was the 
sympathy which came from a true understanding of 
the. aches and pains and the throbblngs of the human 
heart. He saw far down beneath the surface. 

Abraham Lincoln saw the anguish of the slave; ho 
felt the cry of Buffering that rose from thousands of 
lips. He understood and interpreted the thoughts and 
feelings of humanity— that Is why he belongs so dis- 
tinctly to the agea. 

It is a common practice in painting a character 
sketch to attempt to show the character in perfection. 
This Is a sad mistake. No one Is perfect. Eveo'one has 
hia faults and hIa Imperfections, and it is not assuminp; 
a disrespectful attitude or making a di.erespectful i-tale- 
to say that Abraham Lincoln was not perfect. He was 
a man with man's limitations, and he was a greater man 
not because of his limitations, but because hia strong 
limitations overcome those that were weak. 

There were many obstacles in his way and few op- 
portunities. He looked upon the obstacles as a chal- 
lenge, which ho accepted and conquered by the sheer 
force of hi> will. The schools in tho community where 
he lived bad Ilitle to offer, but he ^aiiu'd from life !i 
richness of fxi)prience and struggled to Icarn what ho 
could from such books as came into his possesision. He 
didn't h^.'siiatt' to maiio u.'^e of such opportunities as he 
had. thouph lie doubtle-is often wl..ihod that they were 
better. That ht* had ambition is unquestioned, other- 
wise be would not have stniKi;Ied to make advancement 
in lift'. He wanted hlsh pnsltion and sought for it. H« 
was ambitious for advancement, but not once would bc- 
sink If) ihe level of d«-tlllni: his character to win prai.-t- 
from the people or command their votes. He was him- 
self ai all times. 

Evadors of all parties are united In showering praise 
upon our firnt martyred president; all people unite in 
lionuring his name, a name that stands high in the an- 
nals of .\mt rlcan history— yes. of the history of tho 
world. The world honors the name of Lincoln, recogniz- 
ing hini as a mau. the typo of which is as rare as his 
motives wfjrt:- sincere. 

Lincoln lives today in the hearts of the people, for 
his sympailiy was for humanity; his kinship was with 
mankind of ail i;fnorations.

Warden l^wia Lawea of Sing Sing Penitentiary, re- 
cently aald that the famous New York Baumes Laws, 
which automatically give a criminal llfe-imprlsonment 
on his fourth conviction for a felony, have failed to de- 
crease crime. ■ - ' - • 

According to Warden Lawea they have resulted In 
a sort of arbitration between the criminal and officials, 
as the latter have found It exceedingly difficult to obtain 
a conviction when the fourth crime Is a minor one. 

Many experts hold that aeverlty of punishment and 
superfluous laws defeat their own ends, whereas cer- 
tainty of punishment Is feared by the criminal. 

We do not need more laws, or more severe punlah- 
ments. But wo do need machinery to speedily enforce 
basic laws, uncontamlnated by politics. 

Crime legislators should turn their attention to pro- 
viding methods for apprehending and punishing crimin- 
als Instead of passing volumes of new laws which con- 
tinually restrict the rights of the lawwibidlng citizen, 
thereby making more "technical law-breakers".

Beef and Vegetable Shepherd Pie 
Cook one-halt cup chopped onion 
and one-httlt cup chopped parsley In 
three tablespoons butter for about 
three mUiutea. Combine tho liquors 
from an 8-ounce can of diced carrots 
and a lO^-ounce can of strlnglesa 
beans, and add sufHcIent water to 
mako one cup. Smooth two table- 
spoons flour "with this mixture, and 
add slowly to the first mixture, 
stirring until thick and smooth. Add 
ono and one-half cups evaporated 
milk slowly, and cook again till thick. 
Season to taste, add the contents of 
one 12-ounce can of roast heef cut in 
cubes, and pour Into a baking dish. 
Top with fluffy seasoned raashod po- 
tatoes, and bako In a hot oven — 400 
degrees— for fifteen to twenty min 
utea. This serves from five to six.

Poor old St. Valen- 
tine probably never dreamed that 
ItlGO years from the day he Huffered 
martyrdom, lovers would still be 
sending precious mesbagos to each 
other in remembrance of him! 

Date* Back To Roman Times 
In ancient Rome. It was tho custom 
to hold an annual celebration during 
tho month of F'ebruary, at which time 
various activities added to the merri- 
ment of the occasion. One of the 
means of entertainment was placing 
the names of young women in a box 
to be drawn out by the young men. 
After tho Christian religion was in- 
troduced in Rome, cliurch autliorltlcs 
tried to have this celebration aban* 
doned, but were not successful; there- 
fore, accepting llie customary event, 
they modified It by substituting the 
names of saints In the box and each 
person drew out a name which was 
to roprcKcnt one's snint for tho year. 
No one knows when or how tho cus- 
tom became Introduced into nortli- 
westcrn Europe. It was widespread 
at an early period, especially in Eng- 
land, Scotland, and France. St. Val- 
entine, himself, was a bishop of 
Rome during the third century, suf- 
fering martyrdom February 14, 270. 
From that time the February fostlvnl 
became centered around this date, 
being as30clnted thereafter, as It had 
been before, with good cheer and 
good fellowship and since St. Valen- 
tino's martyrdom, the day has borno 
his name, 

Cupid Reigned In England, Scotland 
In England and Scotland, tho senti- 
ment centering around Cupid, became 
a common feature of the anniversary. 
this being youths' method of showing 
Kood will toward each other. It be- 
came the custom for yotnig men 



and young women to asRomble on 
the eve of St. Valentino and in- 
scribe tho names of young men and 
women of their acquaintance on slips 
of paper. These were placed In a 
receptacle and the names drawn out 
by lottery, each person drawing the 
name of the opposllo sex. This draw- 
ing indicated who should bo one's 
valentine for the ensuing year. 

Each one, besides having secured 
for himself a valentine, became, iiy 
the nnlverfiality of the custom, some 
other person's valentine; but Mission, 
a traveler of the early part of the ISth 
century, said: "Tho man stuck clos- 
er to the valentine that had fallen to 
him than to her to whom he had 
fallen". Tho make believe engage- 
ments that followed often led to real 
ones, for during an entire year, the 
man was supposed to remain bound 
to his valentine. At one period it 
was customary for both tho young 
men and young women to send each 
other presents, though later the 
obligations were restricted to the 
men. During the 15th century this 
form of amusement was very popular 
among the upper classes,, especially 
nt tho European courts.

The least a citizen, man orwoman, can do is to show an intelligent interest in public affairs, both national and 
local. The chief direct responsibility for the majority of us is to attain citizenship, establish residence, regis- 
ter, vote, serve on jm-ies, be loyal and strive for an American standard of living. 

Our town officials welcome awakened interest in civic affairs. It means much to om' business men and prop- 
eiiy ovraers. All residents benefit by a renewed sui'ge of,:civic energy. 

As "two heads are better than one" so are "many heads better than a few" in the matter of local citizenship and 
patriotism. Remember, a town can be no better than its individual citizens. 

Local citizenship and patriotism are deserving of a large amount of corisid' 
eration on the part of all of us, in, these we can SHOW the superiority of
